Following a brief address by Am¬ 
brose McSweeney, who has been dele¬ 
gated to direct the sale of stamps in 
South San Francisco, factory repre¬ 
sentatives present were called upon 
to pledge their support to the move¬ 
ment and advance suggestions as to 
the most effective means of interest¬ 
ing their employees in the buying of 
the certificates. 

$30,000 From One Plant. 

N. A. Becker, works manager of 
the steel mill, stated that he believed 
his factory alone would offer in ex¬ 
cess of $30,000 to the Government in 
savings through the purchase of 
stamps by their 1,000 workmen. 

A methodical campaign will be con¬ 
ducted at the Schaw-Batcher plant, 
Chas. Moorman, its vice-president, 
having agreed to personally super¬ 
vise the distribution of literature and 
to delegate the necessary number of 
men to secure every possible amount 
from the small army of workmen 
now at the shipyards. 

J. O. Snyder, manager of the West¬ 
ern Meat Company, made an early 
appointment for McSweeney to con¬ 
fer with a committee on Saturday 
morning and immediately start an 
energetic canvass for the sale of the 
stickers and certificates. 

Prizes for Students. 

A carefully arranged plan has been 
worked out to secure the interested :

W. H. Coffinberry personally agreed 
to donate one war certificate a month 
to the student who sold the greatest 
number of stamps each month. As ; I 
an added incentive it was suggested ] 
by Prof. Britton that separate prizes 
be offered to the boys and girls. 
Twelve of those present promptly 
pledged themselves to furnish one 
war-savings certificate monthly, to be 1 
offered in conjunction with those do¬ 
nated by W. H. Coffinberry.

Jack Pickford, a member of the famous Pickford family, including be¬ 
sides himself the famous Mary Pickford and the sister Lottie, who has also 
gained some distinction as a motion-picture actress, was born in Toronto, 
Canada, in 1896.

The justice of the contention of the South San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce for an equalization of the present switching charges is exempli¬ 
fied by the general attitude of the San Francisco press on the question. 

On Monday last the San Francisco Chronicle summed up the situation 
in an editorial which is here given verbatim: 

“At present the Southern Pacific Railroad collects 25 cents a ton for 
switching If the direction of the shipment is north from its main terminal 
and 50 cents per ton if the movement is south. And to charge 25 cents a 
ton for moving freight 5.8 miles if the movement is north, and 50 cents per 
ton for 3.5 miles if the movement is south, is so obviously and outrageously 
unjust that it is no wonder that the railroad counsel said he should offer no 
evidence. There isn’t any. The fact that the movement south crosses a 
political boundary has not the slightest bearing on the case. 

‘•‘Comparisons of switching charges in this city with those of the same 
company for longer distances on the east side of the bay disclose even worse 
discrimination. 

“Obviously public regulation of railroads is desirable, but this is a case 
where the intervention of public authority should not have been necessary. 
Such discrepancies ought never to have existed. Their continuance is a 
relic of the barbarism of the long time roughshod control by the ‘Espee.’ ”
